Rain has swollen the rivers until they are out of their banks 
and the marshes along the Pripet river and tributaries of the Dniester 
and Bug are becoming impassa)le morasses, 

The German troops will be greater handicapped in their advance 
by the heavy rains, which are beginning of the autumn storms. — It 
is believed that the Austro-German armies will have to abandon 
their attempts to get artillery across the marshes and that for several 
weeks the campaign will be waged with cavalry forces. 

This will be to the advantage of the Russians, the ¢ ‘ossaks having 
proved their superiority over the Germans in every engagement 
which has occurred,
